When mask- 
ing under some other name for weeks, 
as has frequently happened of late, 
many persons are exposed and the 
disease becomes widely spread. 
"The board of health should en- 
deavor to have the confidence and 
co-opention of all physicians practic- 
ing within their jurisdiction, so as to 
secure an earlv repo t and investiga- 
tion of all suspicious cases. 
Few 
phvsicians would wilfully attempt, to 
conceal a case of smallpox. 
If 
it 
should be found, however, that any 
pbjsician has wilfully neglected tu 
report such a case, he should be at 
once prosecuted tc tbe fuil extent or 
the. law.

Thinking the | 
convicts had run around the house, i 
Cook darted through the open door, 
intending to surprise them at the rear 
door. But instead of this the convicts 
had gone into the house and the oS- 
eer almost fell into their arms. Sheriff 
Cook was ordered to give up -*s gun. 
which he did. Deputy Wiliams by this 
time had reached the house and en- 
tered without knowing what had Hap- 
pened inside, and he, too. was made 
captive by the convicts. In the mean- 
time Chief Stahl of Topefca with eight 
officers were on their way. They ar- 
rived at the Wooster house about an 
hour after the officers had been im- 
prisoned. 
Chief Stahl immediately 


began negotiations with the convicts 
to give up their prisoners and to sur- 
render themselves, but the convicts 
only laughed. Farmer Wooster then 
managed to get a gun and was about 
to make an 


- Attack on the Convicts, 


•when one of them laid him low with j 
a blow from the butt of a revolver 
taken, from one of their captives. The 
convicts broke Woosters right hand 
and cut an ugly gash in his aead. 


One of the convicts told 
Sheriff 


Cook that he would be killed if he 
made the slightest move toward their 
capture. In the meantime the police 
officers on the outside had surrounded 
the building, but were afraid to make 
a move for fear that Cook and Wil- 
liams would suffer. Mrs. Wooster had 
fainted during tie excitement- She 
finally revived, and then the boid 
convicts placed the woman and Sher- 
iff Cook in front of them as shields 
and made for the door. 


Then, after exacting a promise from 


the sheriff that he would not permit 
any of the officers outside to fire on 
them, they started for the open. As 
they left the house, the frightened 
farmer's wife and the submissive 
sheriff before them, the convicts pass- 
ed between a cordon of police, who 
could have easily captured them, and 
started for the railroad track. The 
sheriff had in turn exacted a promise 
from .the police that they would not 
molest the convicts, and they did not. 
, After covering a considerable dis- 
tance down the track the convicts sud- 
denly disappeared through a hedge 
fence, bidding the officers a mocking j 
farewell. The convicts had secured a 
good start before the officers had re- 
covered from their surprise. Then 
some of the policemen wanted to pur- 
sue, but SheriS Cook would not per- 
mit it. as he had promised the con- 
victs immunity from arrest. Later a 
posse started in pursuit.

The New Star.

San Jose, CaL. Xov. 11.—W. W. 


Campbell of the Lick observatory has 
Issued a bulletin regarding a recent 
and somewhat important discovery 
made by Profesor Perrino, an attache 
of the observatory, on Mount Hamil- 
ton, in r«ri. rruct- to the new star in 
the constellation Perseus. This star 
appeared tiiidealy and unexpectedly 
last February, having been discovered 
by Anderson in Edingburgh. In some 
four days its brightness Increased 
from invisibility In ordinary tele- 
scopes until it became the brightest 
star In the northern sky. The star's 
atmosphere was violently disturbed. 
as shown by a study of Its spectrum 
In the spring months, and since June 
at least the spectroscope has shown 
that it is now a nebula, though retain- 
ing to the eye and In the telescope the 
point-like form of an ordinary star.
